namely :— 

1. Short title and coinmencemen .—(a) These re¬ 
gulations may be called the New Mangalore 1 ou 
Trust Testing House Regulations, 19S6. 

(b) They shall come into force on the date 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 


3. (a) The Master or Agent of any vessel using 
the New Mangalore Port Trust Docks or 
any person, hmi or joint stock company 
working in such Docks desiring to have 
any gear used in connection with the pro¬ 
cesses examined, annealed, normalised, de¬ 
greased or tested or any ox (hem separately 
by New Mangalore Port Trust Testing 
House shall submit aii application in Form 
‘A’ alongwith the requisite deposit equiva- 
teoit to the estimated charges af the 
prescribed rates to the Superintend¬ 
ing Engineer, Mechanical, New Man¬ 
galore Port Trust, Panambur-575 010. 
SueJh application shall state clearly the full 
description of the gear, such as, size, length, 
weight, etc., material from which it is made 
& the distinguisliing marks thereon together 
with the position where this mark has been 
stamped in the gear. The type of test re¬ 
quired shall also be clearly indicated, e.g. 
proof load, breaking load. 


2. Definitions.—In these regulations, unless there 
is anything repugnant in the subject or context - 

(a) ‘’competent person” means a person appro¬ 
ved under regulation 26 of the Indian Dock 
Labourers Regulations, 1948. 

(b) ‘‘I.D.L.R.” means the Indian Dock Labou¬ 
rers Regulations, 1948 ; 

(c) ‘‘lifting tackle” means jill gear used in con¬ 
nection with lifting applimices and indude-> 
wire repes, wire rope siings. terminal atta¬ 
chment of wire ropes, chains, chain slings, 
terminal attachment for chains and m- 
other loose gear used with lifting niae'.;'- 
nery ; 

(d) “process” includes all work which is re¬ 
quired for or is incidentiai to the loading, 
unloading, moving and handling of car'.’' 
or fuel into or from a ship and is done on 
board a ship or alongside it; 

(e) “The Regulations” mean, the New Manga¬ 
lore Port Trust Testing Ffousc Fegulaf’o 
1986 ; 

(f) “Sender” includes a ixerson, a firm or a 
joint stock company submitting gear fo<- 
examining, annealing normalising, desrea- 
sing and testing or any of them separately; 

(g) “Schedule” means the schedule appends’ 
to these Regulations ; 

(h) Wotds_ and expressions need but not de¬ 
fined in these Regulations and defined in 
the Major Port Trust Act, 1963 or the 
IJ>.L.R. shall have the meanings respcc- 


(b) On receipt of the application with full 
details a job number will be given on the 
application to enable sender to deliver 
the gear to the Testing House. No gear 
will be accepted at the Testing House un¬ 
less the estimated charges are paid in ad¬ 
vance as a deposit and a job number has 
been assigned to the application. This will 
not be apphcable to those approved parties 
who have paid prescribed permanent deposit 
for this purpose. 


4. All gears will, as far as possible be tested in 
the order in which they are received. The Board of 
Trustees reserves the right to test them in any uvdU 
that may be most convenient having regard to public 
requirements and the working of the establishment. 
The Board of Trustees will not be liable or respond- 
bie for the consequences of any delay. 



Every article of lifting tackel 
when tested and examined will be 
stamped with the authorised proof 
mark. The destingui hing number, 
the maximum permissible safe work¬ 
ing load and the date of test etc. Will 
also be stamped in accordance with 
the Regulation in force from time to 
time. 


6. (a) A tentative date of completion of the job 
wilTbe given to the sender at the time of delivery of 
t;he gear to the Testing House and accordingly hd 
should enquire to confirm the completion of the job 
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and collect the gejtx from the lesting House alter,’ 
paying all the charg^i. in full. 

(b) If any gear is not removed within ten \>oiking 
days after completion of the job, the sender shaJi be 
chargeable thereafter with storage rent at the rate of 
Rs. / for each article per week or part' of a week. 
Anchors, anchor tables and odier Dig aiucles wnt De 
caargi-d at Rs. 10 per tonne weigiit per week or part 
of a week. 

7. Bills for the recovery of cnarges for w'ork carried 
out at the Testing iioiise vviii oe prepared at the rates 
mentioned in the Schedule and wJl be adjusted 
agamst the deposit lei erred to m regujauoa 3. The 
amount recovciablo under the bill will be adjusted 
against the deposit and balance, it any, will be re¬ 
funded. Excess, if any, will nave to be pmd to the 
New Mangalore Port Irust immediately upon such 
written advice. 

8. The Board of Trustees shall hare power to 
detain any item of gear wiiicli shall liave been ins¬ 
pected andjor tested until the charges theicon shall 
be paid, and if sucii charges sliall not be paid witliin 
two months from tire date the gear siiaii have been 
placed in the custody of the competent person, t'le 
Board of Trustees may dispose of such gear by 
auction under the piorisions of .section bl of the 
Major Port Trusts Act, 1963 and after deducting all 
monies due to the Board of Trustees, the balance, if 
any shall be paid to tire sender. 

9. No gear shall be delivered without an order iu 
writing' from the sender. 

10. (a) Cer.ificates iq the forms prescribed under 
I.D.L.R. will be issued by the Competent person m 
respect of only those items of lifting tackle whicli 
have passed tlie test and in no case shall a certificate 
in which any al'eration, correction or erasure shall 
have been made be valid unless all the corrections 
are duly initialled by the competent person. 

(b) Duplicate certificates or extra copies will be 
granted on written a”, Ica+ion to the competent 
person on payment of rupees five only per copy. 

11. No certificiite shall be granted for any lifting 
tackle that has not stood the strain without injury 
or w'hich does not conform to the refer ant specifica¬ 
tions prescribed charges under the IDLR. 

12. The sender shall clean all gear thoroughly 
before sending it to the Testing House and have it 
cleared of all grease, tar, paint or rust to the satis¬ 
faction of the competent person, failing which the 
prescribed charges under paragraph (c) of Section E 
of the schedule (Annexnre II-E). 

13. AH repairs to be carried out shall be done dur¬ 
ing usual working hours. Overtime work will be 
done in the case of urgsmt jobs with the previous 


mnctiou of the competent person. Repair work tc 
lifting tackle will be restricted to a few deleetive nnk' 
and if any article is found to require extensive repairs 
it shall be rejected on visual inspection only. 

14. All old or scrap iron, whether trom defective 
links ox otherwise, shall be obtained at the Testing 
House and shall become the property of the Board ot 
Trustees, to be dealt with by it is it shall see fit. 

15. In all cases .when a chain varies from the 

nominal dimensions by 1.58 mm (ijl6 of an inch) 
such cnain shall be suojected to the test required for 
1.58 nun (1116 of an inch) more or less than the 
nominal size of such chain. For \anation below 1.58 
mm (1,16 of an inch) the test load shall be as deter¬ 
mined by the competent persem. . 

16. In case of new chains or chain slings that have 
rot been previously tested the following procedure 
shall be adopted for determining the safe working 
load ;— 

The Chain will be cardfuUy gauged and a length 
not less than 80 cms. in every piece or 
every length as per Standard Specifications 
shall be tested to destruction. If the break¬ 
ing strain of tliis sample in not less than 
the breaking strain under the Standaidf 
Specifiications, corresponding to the actual 
guage of the thinnest link of the chain, the 
rest of the chain will be subjected to thq 
proof load corresponding to the actual guage. 
If the breaking strain of the sample is le,ss 
tlian the breaking strain under the Stan¬ 
dard Specifications, corresponding to the 
actual guage of the Chain, it shall be re¬ 
jected. No chain will be taken for test in 
W'hich any one link is 12i% under the 
nominal size. In such cases, charges for 
visual inspection only as prescribed under 
the Schedule shall be levied. 

17. The conducting of any experiments or the 
testing of any gear other than the ^ar required to be 
tested under the provisions of the ID.L.R. shall not 
be pennitted to interfere prejudici.dly with the nor¬ 
mal vvorking of the Testing House. 

18 No person shall be admitted into the Testing 
House without the permission in writing of the com¬ 
petent person and no persons otlier than Port Trust 
staff shall be allowed inside the Testing House while 
tlie strain is applied to any lifting tackle. 

19. If the sender wishes to get the gear tested in 
his or bis repersentative’s presence, Rs. lOOj- per 
hour or part thereof will be charged extra over the 
Schedule of charges written hereunder. Four this 
purpose, he shall have to take atleast 3 days’ prior 
appointment. 

20. No person engaged at the establishment shall 
receive any free or perquisite. Neither the sender nor 
his representative shall offer any fee or perquisite to
